Gen. Mark Clark and his 
British allies, the chief ex ecu tive 
will go on the air in a qu arter-hou r 
broadcast to tell the p eop le of this 
nation, and the world, of even 
more stirring and decisive events 
th at lie ahead in this decisive y ear 
of the Eu rop ean war. 
Mr. Roosevelt will address th* 
nation at 8:30 p . rn. EWT, tonight 
on all m ajor networks. 
Ends Long silence 
He will break a six -months’ si­ 
lence to deliver this highly im- 
tKart**-* ** 
ride 
His I* 
m ajor rep ort to the nation was 
made on Christm as Eve from his 
home in Hy de Park, N. Y., after 
his retu rn from the p recedent- 
shattering conferences at Cairo 
and Teheran with Prime Minister 
Winston Chu rchill, Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek and Marshal Jo­ 
se? Stalin, of Ru ssia. 
The fall of Rome to the victo­ 
riou s combined force* of the Amer­ 
ican Fifth Army and the British 
Eighth Army , together with their 
French and Polish allies, is the 
sp ringboard for the President's ad­ 
dress.

COTTON PRICE 
BENEFIT DOOMED 


Congressional

WASHINGTON, Ju ne 5 — Con­ 
gressional leaders today p redicted 
u ltim ate defeat of attem p ts to 
write a cotton p nce benefit into 
the OPA ex tension bill on the 
grou nd that to "break the line at 
any p oint” wou ld invite a p resi­ 
dential veto. 
This p rediction came as Eco­ 
nomic Stabilization Director Fred 
IC Vmson attacked the cotton p ro­ 
p osal as “a devastating blow at 
ou r stabilization p olicy .”

NEW YORK. Ju ne 5 The Ger­ 
man DNB agency asserted today 
that Nazi troop s on the lower 
reaches of th* Tiber river “su c­ 
ceeded in withdrawing to lines in 
the rear as ordered.” 
The Allies, whose aircraft were 
revealed In Nap les to have de­ 
stroy ed at least 600 vehicles of the 
retreating Nazis, were "u nable to 
ham p er” the retreat, the enemy 
disp atch added. 
"N ortheast of the city , German 
defense 
lines 
were every where 
moved back to more favorable p o­ 
sitions desp ite strong enemy p res­ 
su re,” added the disp atch heard by 
FCC. 


CHICAGO, Ju ne 5—Au thorities 
today estim ated that ap p rox im ate­ 
ly 800,000 p ersons flocked to Lake 
Michigan beaches y esterday from 
the North Shore to Sou th Chicago 
to escap e the sweltering heat. 
The m ercu ry ranged from the 
high 80 s to 9 2. The hu ge crow’ds 
fou nd th at the beaches still were 
not officially "op en.” This meant 
there were no dressing rooms or 
shower rooms op en and no life­ 
gu ards on du ty .

Medical Research 
Aided by Old Tales

Human Barometer 
One of the persistent rumours 
of the country side is about the hu­ 
man barometer who can tell when 
it’s going to rain by the way his 
sciatica starts to act up.

at that time.

other test is to squeeze the veins 
ob the side of the neck which pro­ 
duces congestion of the veins lower 
down around the spinal cord and 
pushes the disk against the nerve. 
Now as to the weather man 
p a r t It is known that the inter­ 
vertebral disk has the property of 
absorbing sixteen times its own 
volume of water. 
It takes th* 
water up and lets it go according 
to conditions. 
When the disk is 
full of water it naturally swell* 
and presses on the nerve. 
So th* 
humidity before a storm gets into 
the air in the lungs and the fellow 
with sciatica rubs his behind and 
allows a storm is on the way. Some 
of the unruly disks go wrong in 
the neck region and that fellow 
has his shoulder pain or stiff neck 
just before a atorm. 
Another test along the same 
lines for these cases of sciatica is 
to heat the patient up—either in a 
pyrexia cabinet or very hot bath. 
This will always relieve the pain 
of arthritis or muscular rheum a­ 
tism, but does not change the sci­ 
atica pain and even may make it 
worse.

H u m a n Barometer 
One of the persistent rumours 
of the country side is about the hu­ 
man barometer who can tell when 
it’s going to rain by the way his 
sciatica starts to act up. For years 
the doctors have been laughing at 
the absurdities of this belief, but 
now it’s gotten into the text books. 
In fact on this idea depends 
some of the principal tests for our 
old friend sciatica. Sciatica was 
so named because it is pain in the 
region and distribution of one of 
the sciatic nerves. 
The sciatic 
nerves arise from the spinal cord 
and from between the last two of 
the vertebrae. They go down the 
back of the leg and are mostly sen­ 
sory rather than motor, which 
moans they convey sensations of 
pain and touch and tem perature. 
Sciatica has always been known 
a* a pesky disease. It lasts a long 
time and comes and goes and there 
has been up to now very little you 
could do for i t 
The patients are 
not neurotics and every’ doctor who 
ever treated one has had a feel­ 
ing th at the cause was some irri­ 


tation or pressure on the nerve. 
Within the last few years it is 
pretty well established w hat that 
pressure is at least in many cases. 
It is a tear with protrusion of the 
center of the cartilaginous disk 
that separates the vertebra. This 
dislocated part of the disk presses 
on the sciatic nerve as it emerges 
from the ipinai canal and cause* 
the pain. 


Tests for Sciatica 
One thing that confirm* this 
idea of the cause of sciatica is th at 
anything that increases pressure 
inside the body makes the sciatic 
pain worse. 
So one test of the 
intervertebral disk syndrome is to 
make the patient sneeze or cough 
and note whether the pain is worse 
at th a t time. 
A doctor friend of 
mine gives them a pinch of snuff to 
bring this on—the snuff te s t An­ 
other test is to squeeze the veins 
ob the side of the neck which pro­ 
duces congestion of the veins lower 
down around the spinal cord and 
pushes the disk against the nerve. 
Now as to the w eather man 
p a r t It is known th a t the inter­ 
vertebral disk has the property of 
absorbing sixteen tim es its own 
volume of water. 
It takes tbs 
w ater up and lets it go according 
to conditions. When the disk is 
full of w ater it naturally swells 
and presses on tbs nerve. 
So the 
hum idity before a storm gets into 
the air in the lungs and the fellow 
w ith sciatica rubs his behind and 
allows a storm is on the way. Some 
of the unruly disks go wrong in 
the neck region and th a t fellow 
has his shoulder pain or stiff neck 
ju st before a storm. 
Another test along the same 
lines for these cases of sciatica ii 
to heat the patient up-—either in a 
pyrexia cabinet or very hot bath. 
This will always relieve the pain 
of arth ritis or m uscular rheum a­ 
tism , but does not change the sci­ 
atica pain and even may make it 
worse.

BROCCOLI is assuming a place 
of more and more importance in 
Victory gardens each year. Due to 
it# green coloring it I# far richer 
g in vitamins than cauliflower which 
it resembles in flavor. I* is also far 
easier to grow than cauliflower 
since tt doe# not require blanch­ 
ing. 
Broccoli will grow well ta any 
, | soil providing it I# well supplied 
with organic matter and a moder­ 
ate supply ot moisture. 
Some g a r d e n e r s make two 
plantings of broccoli, on# very 
early or just as aoon ss th# sod 
g can be worked, and a non(md 
planting two months later. 


If th# seeds of broccoli are 
•tarted in flats or if the seedlings 
are purchased the plant# should 
be planted out in the Victory gar­ 
den when about four inches high, 
a# illustrated in the accompany­ 
ing Garden-Graph. Since the root 
system of broccoli is very shal­ 
low, only th# beat and strongest 
plant# should be set out if good 
result# ar# to be assured.

DAYLIGHT SAVING TO END? 
It looks as if daylight-saving 
time were going to be abolished 
without giving the President a 
chance to block the repeal. 
Several resolutions have been in­ 
troduced to abolish war time, as a 
result of protests from farm ers in 
agricultural areas. These are now 
before Representative Clarence Lea 
of California and his Interstate 
Commerce Committee, and it looks 
as if one of them would be re­ 
ported out and passed. 
If so, it cannot be vetoed by the 
President, for the original bill es­ 
tablishing war time provided that 
it was to end six months after the 
war, or upon a concurrent reso­ 
lution by both houses of congress. 
This latter provision precludes 
a veto, since resolutions are not 
subject to being overruled by the 
White House. In fact. Congress­ 
man Lea wrote his original day­ 
light-saving bill in this form for 
the specific purpose of heading off 
the White House in case congress 
wanted to abolish w ar time.
